t Commendation on their ability to 
‘keep going” under difficult circum­ 
stances was recently made to the 
F lying Club of Douglas Chicago via 
letter to the club’s president, Jam es 
D. (Jim ) Goggin. 
Words of praise

Douglas,

Two of the new buildings, each 
seating 1,000 workers, will be sole­ 
ly for the use of personnel in the 
assembly building. 
Four lines in 
each cafeteria will 
lead to the 
steam tables, where food prepared 
by Harding Brothers and Williams 
will be served. 
Douglas Field, airport of the 
Douglas Chicago plant, is one of 
five locations for a m ajor Chicago 
air terminal to serve post-war tra f ­ 
fic under consideration by air lines 
and the Chicago Plan commission. 
In its bid to become the air cen­ 
ter, statistics in the hands of the 
commission 
state 
that 
Douglas 
Field covers nearly two square 
miles and already has runways of 
5,500 feet. 
Air lines have informed the com­ 
mission th at they intend to adopt 
the Skymaster, for which the Doug­ 
las Chicago plant was exclusively 
erected to manufacture, as stand­ 
ard equipment immediately after 
the war. 
Other sites under consideration 
are at the lakefront, the municipal 
airport, Clearing and Lake Calu­ 
met.

1943. The increase over February 
of this year is also substantial, the 
figures for that month being 412 
homes with an estimated value of 
$1,772,267. 
In the suburban towns home 
building in March made substantial 
gains over both last year and Feb­ 
ruary. 
Suburban area for March 
I included ‘222 homes with an esti­ 
mated value of $1,162,355. It may 
be noted that the average value of 
-Ith e homes being built in tim sub- 
4* I urban towns was $5,235 in March, 
1944; $5,244 in March, 1943, and 
$5,0-70 in February of this year— 
a remarkably constant approxima­ 
tion of $5,000. 
Leader of the month is Des 
Plaines, reporting 68 homes for 
$342,400. 
Last year Des Plaines 
did not get under way until March 
but built 332 homes during the 
year.

This means I 
that the mills will have to ship a I 
portion of their supplies according 
to government instructions. 
Also 
each soybean producer will be giv- f 
en an opportunity to obtain suffi­ 
cient quantities of such meal to 
meet his own feeding requirem ents 
from any set-aside meal allocated 
to the state in which the farm er 
is located, up to the quantity of 
meal produced from the soybeans 
grown and sold by him. 


The quantity of soybean meal a 
producer may get under this rule 
will he limited in two ways. First, 
it cannot exceed his own feeding 
requirem ents. Second, it cannot ex­ 
ceed the quantity of meal that is 
produced from the beans grown 
arid sold bv him. Also, the total 
to all eligible producers cannot ex­ 
ceed the quantity set1 aside in the 
state. However, some soybean pro­ 
d d e rs who also feed livestock may 
he encouraged to increase their av­ 
erage of soybeans in 1944 because 
of this ruling.

Exchanging farm 
machinery will 
aid food effort 


In 
meeting 
farm 
machinery 
shortages resulting from the scar­ 
city of replacements for equipment 
w earing out, more machines will 
have to be loaned to neighbors and 
the use of those available will need 
to be exchanged this year, warns 
R. H. Wilcox, associate professor 
of farm management, University of 
Illinois College of Agriculture. 
Wilcox pointed out that farm ers 
who exchange machinery with their 
neighbors are justified in making 
a loan charge for it and in having 
it returned in as good shape as 
when it left the farm. Both parties 
should inspect the machine care­ 
fully before it is taken from the 
farm , and there should be an under­ 
standing that the borrower will re­ 
place all broken parts. Rental rates 
should be based on the cost to the 
owner of keeping the machine run­ 
ning on his own farm , plus a fair 
margin to cover risk.

Misses death by inches 
as propeller flies off 


Roselle flier 
brings fortress 
‘home on two* 


A Flying Fortress pilot who 
missed death by inches when the 
propeller from one of his engines 
flew off and whizzed by 
him, 
brought his riddled bomber back 
from an attack on war plants in 
Berlin with two engines knocked 
out and its oxygen system dam­ 
aged. 
Piloted by 2nd Lieut. James L. 
Abernethy, of Riceton Road, Ro­ 
selle, the Fort had dropped its 
bombs when a flak burst clipped its 
number three engine. The propeller 
began to whirl furiously and the 
bomber vibrated so violently that 
the crew momentarily expected it 
to tear apart in mid-air. 
“I called the bombardier and 
navigator out of the nose,” Lt. Ab­ 
ernethy related. “If the prop or 
pieces of the motor started flying 
around, they would have been in a 
very dangerous position. I pushed 
my seat back from the windshield, 
covered my face with my hands, 


and prayed as hard as I could. I 
wasn’t sure whether the flak or t h e ^ 
vibration of the propeller would“ 
send us crashing first.” 


Oxygen gone. 


The co-pilot’s oxygen was cut 
off by another flak hit, and he had — 
to use a portable oxygen bottle, w 
Then another engine was pierced 
by flak, and stopped and started 
again at intervals. Lt. Abernethy 
ordered the ball turret jettisoned 
to lighten the load on the two 
straining engines. The crew loosed <% 
the turret and threw over all mov-® 
able equipment. The loose propel­ 
ler finally jerked itself loose and 
passed under the ship barely avoid­ 
ing ripping into the fuselage. 
“If the prop hadn’t torn off, we 
would never have made ithonie,” * 
said Sgt. Louis R. £Sambroski, of 
Brooklyn, N. Y., bombardier. “The 
ship couldn’t have withstood the 
vibration much longer.” Pilot Aber­ 
nethy and his co-pilot, 2nd Lieut. 
Thomas E. Grace, of Anaconda, 
Montana, pushed the ship on, and 
it came down at its home base. 
The crew was badly shaken up and 
shocked, but uninjured.
